Phone Exchange Covers 
Nearly 2,000 Square Miles 


ASHLAND, MAINE. — The Ash- 
land telephone exchange serves 
nearly 2,000 square miles of farm 
and forest area. 

Regularly employing three opera- 
tors, the exchange serves residents 
from the Oxbow Flats on the south 
to the Plantation of Nashville on 
the north—over 40 miles—and from 
Castle Hill to Garfield in the other 
direction—15 miles. On the west 
the thin thread of its telephone 
wires is a web of communication 
for the dozens of forest service men. 

Connected to the exchange are 
three state lines leading into the 
forest. The foresters, isolated in 
cabins 50 or more miles in the 
woods, otherwise would be cut off 
entirely from civilization.

Robot Coin Picker Does 
Work of 20 Men in Bank 


SYDNEY, .. S. W.—A machine 
which sorts, ccunts and tests coins 
is in use in the head office of a 
bank here. 

The invention of a Sydney engi- 
neer, the machine takes a mixed lot 
of silver and copper coins and 
throws each kind into a separate 
receptacle, counting them, testing 
each coin electrically in one-tenth 
of a second and rejecting all spuri- 
ous coins. It works at the rate of 
about $5,000 worth an hour, and on 
busy days gets through work which 
would require about 20 men. 

Whole batteries of the _ labor- 
saving machines, invented and in- 
stalled by the same engineer, are 
in use in the bank. Six of them 
and test about $35,000,000 
worth of florins and shillings a 
year. Another counts pennies and 
wraps them in neat bundles at the 
rate of $500 an hour.

“No new taxes; no increase in 


present taxes—but a budget bal- 
anced by business-like, intelligent 
trimming of non-essentials and the 
elimination of extravagant spend- 
ing!” 

That definite, specific and chal- 
lenging declaration of policy— 
voiced by Senator Edward H. Tic- 
kle of Carmel, chairman of the 
powerful Senate Revenue and Tax- 
ation Committee—cuts through the 
fog of tax controversy in the State 
Legislature to spotlight the fact 
that battle lines are being drawn 
in an economy fight which prom- 
ises to make political history. 

“T am convinced,” declares forth- 
right Senator Tickle, ‘that the 
State budget for the coming two 
years can be balanced without 
levying a single dollar in addition- 
al taxes, and without curtailing 
any essential governmental ser- 
vice—simply by intelligent use of 
the blue pencil! Instead of arguing 
the relative merits of new tax 
proposals, we should inquire into 
the merits of the budget requests 
of the various departments and cut 
out the duplication, waste and ex- 
travagance which are responsible 
for our expenditures being out of 
balance with our income. 

“The present crushing burden of 
taxation in California has driven 
thousands of business men to the 
verge of bankruptcy, destroyed em 
ployment for tens of thousands of 
wage-earners and played havoc 
with our attempts to achieve ec- 
onomic recovery. Instead of add- 
ing to that burden, it is urgently 
necessary that the State should 
start living within its income and 
doing the best it can with the 
money available.

In his capacity as head of the 
Revenue and Taxation Committee 
of the Upper House, Senator Tic- 
kle has power to give force to his 
words and his ultimatum against 
new taxation means that Governor 
Olson’s $557,000,000 budget — to- 
gether with his request for $63,- 
900,000 in new taxes—will develop 
one of the most spectacular legis- 
lative battles in the State’s history 

The Senate’s financial experts, 
it is reported, already have sub- 
jected the budget to searching 
scrutiny, ferreting out more than 
$25,000,000 in proposed expendi- 
tures which they believe can be 
blue-penciled without any impair- 
ment of the State service. It will 
also be charged, as a result of the 
budget studies, that State reven- 
ues for the ensuing two years have 
been deliberately under-estimated 
in an effort to justify demands 
for new taxes. 

According to present plans, the 
economy bloc, instead of centering 
its fire on individual tax proposals 
will present a united front against 
all new tax measures—insisting 
that the common-sense approach 
to the problem is to reduce outgo, 
instead of seeking new sources of 
income. And from current indica- 
tions, the economy-minded law- 
makers will get stalwart support 
from the folks back home who 
foot the bills and pay the overhead

How’s The 


Man-Made Lake 
Stull Growing 


Reservoir at Boulder Dam 
Is Largest Artificial Body 
Of Water in World. 


WASHINGTON.—Water has been 
pouring into Lake Mead, world’s | 
largest man-made lake, for almost | 
four years, but it isn’t full yet. The | 
huge reservoir began to form when ; 
Boulder dam shut off its main outlet | 
gates on February 1, 1935, and 


checked the Colorado river near 
Boulder City, Nevada. 

“At present Lake Mead could flood 
the state of Connecticut 10 feet 


deep,’’ says the National Geograph- 
ic society. ‘‘From the dam, back- 
water extends to the Grand canyon 
more than 100 miles away. Never 
wider than 8 miles, the lake is deep- 
er than Lake Erie. 


Offers Potential Power, Pleasure. 


“When Lake Mead is full, it will 
hold 12 times as much water as the 
Aswan reservoir on the Nile in 
Egypt, nearest rival in size at pres- 
ent. Its eventual shoreline would 
reach from Washington, D. C., to 
New York city and back, or from 
Cleveland to St. Louis. Maximum 
depth at the dam will be 582 feet. 
The world’s record dive in a diving 
suit would have to be bettered by 
some 82 feet in order for a diver to 
touch bottom there. 


Used for Irrigation. 


“Silting will involve merely a re- 
duction in dead storage of water. 
Less than one-tenth of the maximum 
reservoir capacity, say engineers 
who have studied the problem, 
will be lost by silting in the first 50 
years. 

“Most of the reservoir’s storage 
capacity will be held for irrigation 
and hydro-electric power. Water 
will be used for irrigation after it 
has passed through the power tur- 
bines. About 1,900,000 acres of irri- 
gable land lie below the dam in 
the United States. Tunnels will con- 
duct flows to the power plant that 
will generate 1,835,000 horsepower— 
more than any other hydro-electric 
plant has ever developed. Flood 
control, municipal water supplies, 
and improved navigation on the Col- 
orado river are additional results. 


“Lake Mead is also an all-year- 
round recreational center in a re- 
gion of multi-colored mountains and 
dark canyons. Regularly scheduled 
motorboat trips from Boulder dam 
provide a water-level introduction to 
Grand canyon. 

“Although more popular in winter 
than in summer, which is hot and 
dry, Lake Mead always affords an 
interesting stopping-off place for 
travelers. It is within a day’s drive 
of southern California, and Phoenix. 
Salt Lake City, Reno, and other 
southwestern centers of population 
also lie within a convenient radius. 
The lake is named for the late Dr. 
Elwood Mead, commissioner of 
reclamation during the period of 
Boulder dam’s construction. 

Opens Inaccessible Areas. 

“With the rising of Lake Mead, 
water has found its way into many 
deep, side canyons. Now boats can 
explore regions once virtually inac- 
cessible. Cliff dwellings and caves, 
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Whiskers? 


previously unknown, have revealed 
evidences of prehistoric life. 

“Some cliff dwellings 60 miles 
from Boulder dam are high enough 
above Lake Mead to escape inunda- 
tion, and yet not too high for explora- 
tion. There traces of ground sloths 
and bones of prehistoric man have 
been found. In other caves scien- 
tists have discovered a dessicated 
infant and the jaw of a dog-sized

camel with traces of skin, hair, 
tongue, and lips. Not far from the 
lake a camel’s skeleton was uncov- 
ered, and elsewhere bones believed 
to belong to the Saber-Toothed Tiger 
were found. Still unidentified are 
numerous bones of rat-sized mam- 
mals. 

‘Lost City, Nev., deserted more 
than a thousand years ago, has been 
partially flooded by Lake Mead. 
Probably about 800 A. D. this com- 
munity was an active center of In 
dian life. 

“A museum at Overton, Nev., 
houses everything that could be 
saved from nearby Lost City, while 
a similar establishment at Boulder 
City grows richer with archeological 
finds from newly-explored caves and 
dwellings. National park represen- 
tatives at Boulder City and guides 
furnished by the state at Overton 
explain the treasures to visitors. 


16 Single-Pupil Schools 


Expensive for Wyoming 
LARAMIE, WYO.—Wyoming has 
16 of the most expensive grade 
school students in the West, a sur- 
vey of rural education in the Cow- 
boy state showed. 

Helen Nelson, superintendent of 
schools here, said the 16 high-priced 
students attend ‘‘one pupil’ schools 
in isolated rural sections. 

“It costs just as much for a teach- 
er and for fuel and supplies to edu- 
cate one pupil as it would for 20 
or more,”’ Miss Nelson said. ‘‘As a 
result, every one of these 16 isolated 
students costs the state $700 per 
year.” 


Jobs Ruled Out for Boys 

LONDON.—Boys under 15 in fu- 
ture will not be permitted to work 
in barber shops, pool rooms or any 
place of amusement where slot ma- 
chines or games of chance are op- 
erated in England.

Egg Production Ts 
Boosted by Music 


Poultryman Finds Tastes 


of Hens Run High. 

YOUNGSTOWN, OHIO.—Hens lay 
eggs to music at the Maplewood 
poultry farm near here, and accord- 
ing to Henry M. Gallie, proprietor, 
their tastes are very high. 

Symphonic and organ music in- 
crease production, but the hens 
aren’t swing enthusiasts. 

“We've installed radios through- 
out our eggery,’’ said Gallie, who 
objects to the word ‘‘farm’’ when 
applied to his place. ‘‘The music 
soothes the hens and makes them 
more contented.” 

The “‘eggery’’ is one of the most 
up-to-date in Ohio. 

There is no chicken yard wherein 
the fowl may scratch and cackle. 
There is no leisure in the Gallie egg 
factory—hens work a 14-hour day 
every day. Lights go on promptly 
at 5 a. m. and off at 7 p. m. 

Only the roosters are permitted 
to run free in the yard. 

“Hens don’t lay eggs while they 
sleep, so we keep them awake as 
long as we find it pays—and that’s 
about 14 hours,’’ Gallie explained. 

The chickens live in wire cages 
at Maplewood. A trough of fresh 
water flows by the front of each 
cage. Another trough provides feed. 

When a hen produces a potential 
breakfast, the following happens: 

The egg rolls out on a special 
trough. 

The egg strikes a lever, records 
the laying on a special charting ap- 
paratus. 

The egg falls to a rubber belt 
conveyor, which carries it first to 
the waiting baskets. 

The hens, like students, are grad- 
ed. ‘‘Passing’’ grade is 14 eggs a 
month, which isn’t good, however. 

“If a hen lays less than her quota, 
she isn’t paying her way, and she 
must go,"’ said Gallie, looking at a 
chart. ‘‘We can't afford to support 
any ‘star boarders'—so we _ sell 
them.”’ 

Clouds or no clouds, the hens get 
their sunshine—in bottles. Cod liv- 
er oil—containing the sunshine vita- 
min—is fed them daily with their 
grain. 

This is just part of their scientific 
feeding. To fatten them a special 
mixture of grain is provided. For 
egg laying, an egg mash is fed to 
the fowls.
